ROBERT WELCH, president of the 
controversial John Birch Society, 
displays some evidence of true intel- 
lect and, if he would exert more re- 

■ straint, could be a most effective op- 
ponent of communism. 

Unhappily, he has weaknesses rem- 
iniscent of another fervent anti-Com- 
munist whose extremes destroyed 
much of his effectiveness. We refer, of 
course, to the late Sen. Joe McCarthy 
of Wisconsin. 
Welch makes very little allowance 

, for loyal differences of opinion. If you 
are not 100 per cent for his position, 

; you must be aiding and abetting the 

'enemy. 

He interprets entirely innocent opin- 
ions as subversive in purpose or result, 
and he sees subversive dangers in 
trifles. Thus, an innocuous statement 
such as, "I'm for Taft, but he can't 
win," becomes a Communist-inspired 
plot to damn a good American with 
faint praise. ■ ^ 

Welch's attacks ori respectable citi- 
zens are, of course, completely off 
base. To say that an official's policies 
have given aid and comfort to the Com- 



munists is one thing; to imply without 
a shred of genuine evidence, that the 
aid and comfort may have been given 
intentionally is simply wrong. 

When faced with this criticism, 
Welch answers that he doesn't call 
everybody either a dupe or a Red. But 
that's the way it comes out, and the 
total effect of his remarks is what 
molds opinion about the John Birch 
Society. 

There's hardly an ill in government 
or U. S. society which Mr. Welch 
doesn't seem to attribute to the Com- 
munists. This trait has put Mr. Welch, 
as it did Sen. McCarthy, in the position 
of having called "wolf" too often to be 
taken seriously.

j The considerable attention given to the 
■ John Birch Society recently is blamed by 
its founder, Robert Welch, on Commu- 
nists who "pushed a button" and started 
an outcry in the press. 

It actually developed because of a let- 
ter-writing campaign the society started, 
seeking impeachment of Chief Justice 
Earl Warren. 

The uproar is a direct result of that 
and Welch's scurrilous charge against 
Dwight Eisenhower — that he was a con- 
scious agent of Communism — a charge 
Welch denounces the press for repeating 
but which he does not deny making. 

Without these things, the Birch So- 
ciety probably would have existed here 
side by side with similar organizations 
which have been around for years, un- 
noticed by responsible citizens. 

Welch came here to state his case. His 
long speech Tuesday night contained just 
enough truth to confuse and entice the 
unknowing. 

The first part was smothered in copy- 
righted platitudes. He was against Com- 
munism and sin. . 

Then like a chill 'wind, his carefully- 
worded phrases lifted the corner of the 
rug and showed the dull, gray oppres- 
siveness of his philosophy. 

His innuendoes became a hateful gale 
injhis vicious assault on the 3% he 
claimed were Communists in the Prot- 
espnt clergy. It was a smear which hit 
them all. 

^ IliroughoutJu^JtalkjJWelch gave ex- 



amples of how he believes Communists 
or sympathizers use the "principle of re- 
versal*' to discredit anti-Communists. 

Persons who said they approved of the 
aims of Sen, Joseph R. McCarthy, but 
not his methods, were using the princi- 
ple of reversal to stop McCarthy from 
exposing Communists, Welch said. 

By the same doublethink, it is only 
Communists or dupes who say they agree 
with Birch Society aims, though not its 
methods. 

Welch's spurious reasoning went the 
full circle and came back to the familiar 
cry — if you are not for me you are 
against me. 

It was reminiscent of the old Abbott 
and Costello routine, 'Who's on first?" | 

The John Birch Society has lured 1 
many prominent citizens to membership.! 
These are largely well-intentioned per- 
sons who fear Communism, with its slav- 
ery, murders and thought control. 1 

Communism is a threat to everything 
this nation stands for, but the way to 
fight it is by constitutional means, with 
education and proper investigation — not 
by assigning Communist motives indis 
criminately to all who are liberal- , 

Welch recalled the old saying that the j 
government which is best is that which \ 
governs least. That is American to the 
core.

One main theme of

Summary : This memorandum deals with the background of the John Birch

groups and individuals who have attacked, or may attack, public education in 
California. Acknowledgment is made to newspapers , par t icu I ar I y the Santa Barbara 
News -Press , The Pasadena Independe nt Star+News, and the -Los Angel es Times, to 
CTA members who have furnished materials,. and to friends 0! public education who 
have alerted the CTA as to current attacks. 

Background on the John Bl rch Society : Founded in 1958 by Robert Welch, 
a retired candy manufacturer, who operates from Belmont, Massachusetts. Honors 
the memory of a missionary and later naval officer who was kill ed by the Communists 
shortly after World War II. Dedicated to a rabid antl -communist program, sometimes 
accusing the schools of being "soft on Communists. 1 ' Espouses extremely conserva- 
tl ve position politically, attacking Elsenhower, Truman, and wanting to impeach 
Chief Just ice Warren, I t has been estimated that at least 95 per" cent of its members 
supported Senator McCarthy and his tactics. : Aims to discredi t "democracy", claiming 
ours is a "republican" form.of government. Organized along' dictatorial lines, and 
operates with great secrecy.

V/§:-were discussing book selection policies and I brought up the 
fact that there was a great deal of interest in the field of Communism, 
and that the library should provide reliable material on this subject. 
She agreed, but stated that, this was an area in which the Librarian 
should exercise a. great deal of caution. I had ordered from the 
Bureau a copy of br. Fred 3chwarz T s book YOU CAN TRUST THE COKKUNIoTS . 
This is not a book that the Bureau keeps in stock, however they do 
purchase items requested by libraries . if there . is approval of the 
selection. She commented that though - she let my order go through, she 
had discussed the book. with. some people in intelligence, and that 
many parts of the book were misleading and inaccurate. She did not 
specify what parts and .-added that after all he was an' Australian, and 
perhaps didn ! t catch the significance of Communism as related to the 
U.S. 

She stressed the fact that material, should be objective and 
documented, and to this I agree, but I do not feel that writers 
such as Schlesinger, Galbraith, Arthur Miller, Clinton Rossiter, 
Mitchell Wilson and many others can.be considered objective. Obvieusly 
she did, as the Bureau is always hasty in sending these selections 
on an automatic distribution. 

On my book shfe&f at home' were the following personal books. The ■ 
Pentagon Case, The : Naked Communist, The Roosevelt myth, Up from 
Liberalism, and some other conservative publications. She made the 
statement that the Fentagon case- was completely undocumented (not 
too suprising as it was a noyel ) and that the author had spent several 
years in a mental institution, having just recently been released. 
I explained that the book was my personal property, and that it had 
been recommended to me by others to read. I had done so, and found it 
most frightening. She said it was completely untrue, the whole book was 
simply lies. In relation to books such as the. Roosevelt Myth and 
the Yalta Betrayal which I had, she commented that there was no point 
in providing books that "played up"; the mistakes of the past, and 
cast doubts on previous leaders and policies. That we were living 
in 1961, and digging up "the past was' not constructive to our present 
situation. I commented that by studing the past we often found guides^ 
to the solution of present and future problems. 

She expressed the view that at the Bureau they found it more 
difficult to fight the rightests than the communists. That there 
were many groups in the U.S. that were doing more harm than good in 
their attempts to combat communists, .vhen I asked what groups she^ ref ersd| 
to she named the John Birch society. She mentioned that their list 
of books called One Hundred SfcepS'ito freedom which are a selection 
of books relating to Communism were, with very few exceptions, 
unreliable, inaccurate and had no place in the Library. She also ^ 
mentioned that there were two . publishers primarily responsible for 
this type oiff publication - Devin-Adair and the Bookmailer, and she 
obviously was not in sympathy with their publications.

He renewed current bills in the 
stat?e legislature stressing th© need for wore letters on 
civil rights. He stated that the John Birch Society sstabers : 
have intensive letterwriting campaigns 4$ the present urging 
repressive legislation concerning the outlawing of the CP, 
loyalty oaths, and inability to use public school auditoriums 
without loyalty statements. He stated that the legislature 
is also engrossed with narcotics and if not stopped by public 
pressured will enact laws making it illegal to give caugh 
syrup to children or give a sleeping pili, when common sense - 
indicates such measures to be' beneficial. He continued that 
he is opposed to laws asking maximum stateness mandatory 
which obviate a judge's usiqg his own discretion. The G^han 
Law was being attacked s a move whi&h he felt is a cloak for 
police activity to eliminate laws curbing their use of 
clandestine means of obtaining evidence. 

During the discussion period it was proposed that the 
WLA set up a committee to initiate legislation in regard to 
conversion to peace time industry.

He asks if an organization labels 
opponents un-American or subr 
from, versive. The Communists do some- 
t h e: times. Usually they do not. 

Finally he asks if spokesmen 
appear more interested in money 
collections than principles. The 
Communists obviously are not. 

Mr. Mosk*s tests obviously are 
aimed at the radical right. De- 
spite his years of association with 
the liberal left, he fails to recog- 
nize the Communists' subtle pat- 
tern of infiltration, 
. We would recommend that Mr. 
•Mosk borrow a few tests from a 
man more familiar with subver- 
sive techniques — J. Edgar Hoov- 
er, director of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, Mr. Hoover asks: 
Does the organization espouse 
the cause of Soviet Russia? Does 
it shift when the party line shifts? 

Does the organization represent 
itself to be nonpartisan, yet en- 
gage in political activities and 
consistently advocate causes fa- 
vored by the Communists? 

Does the organization utilize 
Communist double talk by refer- 
ring to Sovietvdominated countries 
as democracies, complaining that 
the United States is imperialistic?! 

Does the organization, if espous- 
ing liberal, progressive causes, at- 
tract well known, honest, p a^tio^ 
liberals, or does H denounce well- 



known liberals? !

"This is a great celebration of the workers, not only here 
in the U.S. but all over the world. ... .we have had all sorts 
of obstacles in our way in our fight to better working 
conditions, to improve oppression especially on the part 
of the negroes and Mexican-Americans. . . .the growing 
struggle for Negro freedom goes on... 

"There is a wonderful chance however, in Compton, for a negro 
to be elected to the city council ... if everyone here would 
contact folks you know in Compton, it would help Just that 
much more in helping to get our man elected. .. .and later, 
we may even be able to have both Negro and Mexican- 
American, representation on school boards i.. a Negro has been 
elected to a school board for the first time in Berkeley... 
this is real progress .. . 

"We need to look to Sacramento too... Chapel has written a vicious

as though we've had it for almost 75 years.... and I Just 

hope we don't have it around much longer. 
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"Whenever I talk to reporters ,. they always correct me by 
telling me that it's the HCUA, but I Juat tell them that 
we're sort of used to saying Un-American Committee and 
we probably won't ever change. . .These Un-Amerieans have 
condemned about 2000 students in Berkeley with their, twisted 
lying film of the student demonstrations.... 

"And one of your qwn people has Just gone to Jail for a year... 
FRANK WILKINSON. ..another victim of the committee. . .then we 
had the recent case of the man and his wife who were 
sentenced to 18 months in Jail and the Judge was so 
kindhearted that he's sending the wife to Jail for 18 
months first and when she gets out, her husband will 
serve his 18 months... at least the children will have 
one parent to take care of them. 

"Then there's the sad case of my dear friend HENRY WINSTON., 
he was put in prison during the prime years of his life and 
now he is blind because he was so neglected in the Terra 
Haute Peniteniary. He developed a brain tumor but the 
prison officials would not believe him when he said he could 
scarcely walk- - -until he fell down and couldn^t get 
up.Aonly then was he taken to the hospital, too late. ,? . 
and only then did they operate. . .too late again. ..nfttr he is 
paralyzed maimed and a cripple for the rest of his life, 
and he is still in prison.*. I think we should demand that 
KENNEDY release him... 

"And by the way, I thought the Democrats elected KENNEDY. . . 
I was away during the election. .of course, we can't overlook 
the Landrum-Grif fin-Kennedy bill .wouldn't blame the 
Democrats for not supporting KENNEDY, but who would vote for 
NIXON 1 ? But unemployment today has been caused largely by 
that bill. plus (Jjoo much- technological advance. , .we always 
used to Just call it more machinery, but today everything is 
described with big words... one of the industries to suffer 
most from this advance is the textiles, . .why, up in the 
New England states, there are virtually ghost towns, where 
they used to be thriving mill towns, working all year

" VALLEY CHAPTER OP THE WOMEN FOR LEGISLATIVE ACTION (WLA) 

v "The regular monthly meeting of the Valley Chapter of 
WLA was held at the Valley Colonial House , 4810 Whitsett, North 
Hollywood, California , on Thursday, May 23j 196 1. 

"Approximately 68 to 70 persons attended this meeting. 
The panel session was under the direction of ILSE WOLFSON who 
acted as moderator. Also on the panel were BENITA CHAUM and a 
new member, whose name I believe is MARSHA SANDAM (phonetic). The 
panel discussed the gold crisis and education under domestic issues; 
and Laos, and the tractors for Cuba, under international issues. 

"The guest speaker of the day was Rabbi HERSCHEL LYMON, 
of the Temple Akiba, Culver City, California, who was introduced 
as being SONNY KRASBOs brother. He also was said to be president 
of the Culver-Palms Ministerial Association. His topic was 
'Moral Values in the Nuclear Age.' He also was reportedly a 
chaplain in the United States armed forces during World War II, 
and was stationed at Okinawa. 

"He said that the movie 'Operation Abolition' was 
scheduled to be shown at his congregation a few weeks ago 
but one of the women in the congregation got out and * worked 
and worked against it ' and eventually enough members were 
convinced so that it was not shown after all. He said that he 
is very much in favor of the suggestion to send tractors to 
Cuba not because it will free the prisoners there, but ■ because 
they will be put to good advantage to raise food for the CASTRO 
Cubans . 

"He spent a great deal of time talking about what he 
called 'hate groups. ' He classed the John Biich Society as a 
hate group, and said he is very much against it. The Birch 
members are falsely calling various individuals communists and 
trying hard to make people hate each other in this nuclear 
age when people should be making an effort to get along 
together. 
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"The ADOLPH EICHMANN case has been a real 
disappointment to Rabbi LYMON as he says that a lot 
of Jewish people are so ashamed they will not even 
talk about it. He said that such a horrible thing must 
never happen again and the only way to prevent it will be 
to talk about it and bring it out in the open. 

"He said that action must be taken on activities 
which will upset the conditions in this nuclear age. For 
example he said that he wrote a letter of protest to the 
local throw-away newspaper in Culver City, the 'Culver City 
Journal, 1 never dreaming that they would print it, but 
it was printed in the April 6, 19§1 issue. Three members 
of the John Birch Society »ere running for office in the 
local Culver City election recently, and through determined, 
efforts of the right people all three were defeated. Also 
it was learned that HERBERT FHILBRICK, a 'FBI spy' was 
scheduled to speak at one of the local schools. The very 
thought of such an individual being allowed to speak before 
little school children was unthinkable and so through the 
right channels the engagement was cancelled. 

"At this meeting we were advised to write 
letters to Sacramento on bill AB-1559* concerning use 
of the schools for speakers before outside groups; also 
to write on 'fall-out.' In addition we received instructions 
to write to EMANUEL CELLER in Washington, D.C. urging 
extension of civil rights. 

"It was announced that over 620 tickets have 
been sold to the 10th Birthday Annual Awards Luncheon for 
June 10, 196l. These tickets have been sold out for over 
a month and there are no more available. People are still 
calling in asking for additional tickets and are being 
turned away. 

"A new member, DOLORES THORNTON, indicated that 
she had joined at the April meeting. Said that friends of 
hers had told her that with her background and interests 
she would enjoy the WLA meetings. 
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,r It was learned that EDITH BLEIWEISS and her husband - 
are going to take a trip to Europe in about ofee Month, There 
has befen no information received from NELLIE or Dr. SAGAL 
since they left for a trip abroad. One of the wembers mentioned 
that BELLE KRUPNICK has been so busy with her real estate 
business lately that she has been unable to at1|fle>d the 
regular Meetings.

John Birchers t 
Confuse Issues 

A- few weeks ago I watched the "Open End" television 
program because I .wanted to see a couple of the John 
Birch Society members in action. Two members of the 
group — one of them a Congressman — were debating two 
other men opposing it. 

After an hour, or so of viewing I \yas visited by a 
small, nagging feeling that I had had the same experi- 
ence somewhere before — the same sense 
that, although the John Birch members 
used the English language and sounded 
rational, they were really using words to 
obscure and not to clarify the political 
picture. 

And then suddenly T remembered. As 
a young man, in the 1930s. 1 occasionally 
attended open meetings held by the Com- 
munists on the campus and elsewhere in 
the city. What interested me about the 
speakers at such rallies was their com- 
plete insulation from rational argument— 
they kept pounding way, using a private HARRIS 
vocabulary of their own, which sounded like English 1 
but which had no connection with the meanings of 
words, 1 

HOWEVER MUCH the John Birch members may ' 
pose as "conservatives," they are at the furthest pole : 
from true conservatism. At the extreme right, they join : 
the radicals of the extreme left in most of their charac- 1 
teristics. And it is the supreme irony of political con- 1 
tention._-th.at they sound like the Communists they 
despise. 

It was impossible for the opponents to make a dent in . 
the John Birch members' bland assurance that' their I 
credo alone represents "the American way." Nothing ; 
that was said on the program in any way modified their j 
tenacious dogmas. The world is divided into good guys [ 
and bad guys, with John Birch and the Communist ; 
Panty simply reversing the roles. * \ 

HUT THE TRUE conservative, like the true IitotaJ, i 
knows that the world is not divided into good guys and ' 
bad* guys; that the human problem of living together is 
extremely complex and subtle; that the desire for justice 
and freedom is the monopoly of no one group.

Welch on the Clergy 

THE PROTESTANT clergy is a favorite target of 
some extreme right-wing groups and their leaders. The 
technique of attack employed by Robert Welch, founder 
and leader of the John Birch society, is a familiar one. 
In a speech at Bismarck, N.D., last week, Welch 
charged that 7,000 of. the 200,000 Protestant ministers 
in the United States are either Communists or Commu- 
nist sympathizers. This, he said, constitutes "the largest 
single body" of Communists in the country. 

Unsubstantiated charges of much the same tenor 
were made in an air force manual more than a year 
ago and were effectively challenged at that time. 

Welch is entitled to his opinions of the Protestant 
clergy, of course. But when he airs those opinions 
publicly, in effect delivering a shotgun blast against 
the clergy, it seems to us he has a clear obligation 
either to prove his charges or to withdraw them. 
Otherwise he irresponsibly discredits the whole group. 
Otherwise his attack must be set down, not as a well- 
documented indictment, but as an indiscriminate 
smear. 

UNFORTUNATELY Welch does not seem to have 
developed the habit of substantiating his charges. It 
will be recalled, for example, that he once called for- 
mer President Eisenhower "a dedicated, conscious 
agent of the Communist conspiracy" and has since then 
spent considerable time trying to squirm out of that 
egregious piece of nonsense. 

It is an ironic thing that even as Welch assails the 
Protestant clergy as Communist-infiltrated, the Birch 
society which he heads stands for policies which would 
weaken NATO, take the United States out of the United 
Nations and otherwise play into the hands of Soviet 
Russia as it strives for world domination. Perhaps 
Welch needs to spend less time imagining a dire Com- 
munist peril in the clergy and more time studying the 
harsh realities of Soviet strategy, economic, political 
and military. 

WE DO NOT BELIEVE that most Americans will 
be much impressed by the Welch charges. We suspect 
that they will be tempted to agree with Catholic Arch- 
bishop William 0. Brady when he says: "On the face of 
it, Welch's statement is absurd." But we also suspect 
the American people generally are getting tired of the 
unsubstantiated charge, the tar-brush smear, the care- 
less innuendo so frequently employed in the name of 
anti-communism. 

And if they are a little weary of it all— a little 
disheartened and dismayed by it— who with a strong 
sense of fairness in his heart can blame them?

A Call To Vigilantes 

THE FOUNDER of the John Birch' Society, Robert 
Welch* apparently, considers eaqh member a potential 
vigilante whose destiny ft is to' pass- patriotic judgment 
on hut neighbor. 

We assume that this la so because he has Just ap- 
pealed to society members to help compile "the most 
complete and accurate file In America on leading 
syraps (Communist sympathizers), socialists and lib- 
erals.'* 

Such people, says Welch, are trying to change the 
American political and economic structure so that It 
may be merged with Soviet Russia In a "one-world so- 
cialist government." 

IT IS EASY TO FORESEE the end result of this ap- 
peal. Every busybody and Paul Pry in the Birch Society 
win be compiling his own list o! suspects, a list which 
varies according to the individual's own definition of 
"comsymps" and which is generously compounded of 
rumor, bias, hearsay and personal animosity. 

In this process, loyal citizens of liberal persuasions— 
citizens who believe profoundly in the BUI of Rights, for 
example— will inevitably find their way on to the Birch 
Society's list' of Communist sympathizers who- are striv- 
ing with the Soviet Union- toward "a one-world socialist 
government*' 

THE BUSINESS OF TURNING LOOSE a flock of 
eager vigilantes to spy on their fellow Americans Is not 
something to be lightly dismissed as a Welch eccentric- 
ity. This is the sort of activity which can irresponsibly 
destroy reputations and breed ill-founded suspicions 
while contributing absolutely nothing to national secu- 
rity. 

Before the Birch Society proceeds too far with such

Scheduled in Cat. 

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 2 (UPI)— State Atty. Gen. 
Stanley Mosk today announced that there would be 
no official investigation of the John Birch Society. 

But unofficially he doesn't® 
like it. 

Mosk, in a 15-page report to 



Gov. Edmund G. Brown, said 
in a single sentence "We have 
not conducted an investiga- 
tion of the John Birch Soci- 
ety, nor do we intend to."
